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A PRAXITELEAN APOLLO 


A LITTLE bronze of a beauty rare even among Greek sculp- 
tures has been purchased for the J. H. Wade Collection. 
It is a statuette of Apollo’ in the purest style of the great sculp- 
tor Praxiteles. 

Of all the Greek sculptures in existence there is but one 
known to be an original work of a famous sculptor, the Hermes 
of Praxiteles, of which there is a cast in the Museum lobby. The 
Hermes gives the key to the style of Praxiteles, the most popu- 
lar of all the sculptors of the fourth century B. C. Other works 
of his are known by marble copies of the bronze originals for 
which the sculptor was famous; and they bear out the charac- 
teristics seen in the Hermes,—great suavity, delicacy of balance 
of the weight of the figure, gentle rhythms, and perfect surface 
finish. ““The Marble Faun,” “The Lizard Killer,” and the 
Knidian Aphrodite are the most popular of these statues. They 
are all softer, more feminine in character than the Hermes, 
some of the softness perhaps being due to the exaggeration of 
the later copyists. 

The Wade Apollo has all of these qualities except the exag- 
geration. It has the perfect restraint of the fourth century. 
The rhythms of the figure flow into one another as the observer 
changes the point of view, showing a mastery of sculptural 
design rare even in the finest periods of Greek art. The action 
of the figure, for all its suavity, has the tension of life, par- 
ticularly noticeable in the movement of the head and of the 
left hand. The hand held an object, probably a lyre, for there 
is a hole through the grip and a smaller hole under the crooked 
second finger. 

A silver fillet is inlaid about the head, and the whites of the 
eyes are of silver. The irises were inlaid but have been lost. 
Hair and eyes were finished with chisel and graver. The color 
of the figure varies from the natural brown patina of bronze to 
the blue and green of azurite and malachite due to many 
centuries of chemical action in the ground. 

Apollo was the eternally youthful deity of light and of music.

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Daily he drove the sun chariot across the sky, and he was the 
center of the Muses on Mount Parnassus. But with his lyre 
he carried a bow and arrows. In the earlier days he was essen- 
tially manly. “Give me a sweet sounding lyre and a curved 
bow, and my oracle shall make known unto man the true wishes 
of Zeus,” said the Homeric Hymn; and again, “The god was 
like unto a man full of sap and vigor in all the brilliancy of 
young manhood; and over his broad shoulders streamed his 
loosed locks.” 

In the softer days of Praxiteles the god assumed an almost 
feminine delicacy; but in this statuette the wistful tenderness 
is infused with the elastic strength of original Greek thought 
and feeling. R. H. 


A FIGURINE OF APHRODITE 


The finest and at the same time the loveliest of the Museum’s 
little group of terra cottas is the statuette of Aphrodite’ recently 
added to the Huntington Collection. In spite of the loss of the 
raised right arm and of the right leg below the knee, the sculp- 
ture could stand unabashed among the finest terra cottas of 
ancient Greece. It belongs to a humble art, not comparable to 
the marbles and bronzes wrought by the great sculptors, but 
reflecting them. 

The undraped goddess stands in easy attitude, unconscious 
of any human eyes. Made to be entombed with the dead, she 
has an aloofness rarely seen in these little figures. Her face is 
mature and serious. Her body is extraordinary in pure sculp- 
tural quality. These elements all point to the last days of the 
fourth century or to the early third century B. C., when the 
spell of Praxiteles was still over Greek lands. 

The attitude is one which perhaps came from the athlete, 
holding a flask high with his right hand and pouring a thin 
stream of olive oil into the palm of his left hand in order to 
anoint his body before the games. The movements were so 
graceful that they were adapted not only to athletes but to 
Aphrodite on various pretexts,—holding drapery or a lock of 
hair in her right hand, a mirror or an apple in her left. What 
she held in this case is not indicated, but whatever it was it was an 
excuse for the lines of the figure, sought for their own beauty. R.H.

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ANNUAL CONVENTIONS 


May is always a busy season of meetings of particular interest 
to the members of the staff of the Museum. This year the series 
began with the meeting in the Museum, May 16 to 18, of the 
Adult Education Association, a new organization devoted to 
this important subject of making education a continuing process 
throughout life. The meeting was held in Cleveland largely 
because of the importance attached to the codperative experi- 
ment being carried out here by The Cleveland Conference for 
Educational Codperation and the Education Extension Coun- 
cil; the first afternoon session was devoted to the story of this 
experiment, the Director as Secretary of the Conference ex- 
plaining its work and how it had developed, and Reverend 
Joel Hayden, President of the Council, giving a description of 
the work of the Council. 

The second meeting was that of the Association of Art 
Museum Directors, held in Providence, May 16 and 17; unfor- 
tunately the Director could not attend on account of the meet- 
ings in Cleveland. The Association met in the new Museum of 
the Rhode Island School of Design, which was inspected with 
great interest by the directors who were present. 


The American Federation of Arts held its sixteenth annual 
convention in Boston from May 18 to May 20, the sessions 
being unusually well attended and particularly interesting. At 
the Wednesday afternoon session, at The Museum of Fine Arts, 
the discussion was on ‘“‘What the Small Art Museum Can Do,” 
the principal paper being given by Blake-More Godwin, Direc- 
tor of the Toledo Museum, the discussion being participated in 
by many of those present. 

On Thursday morning the Director presided at the session 
devoted to the Applied Arts, at which Ralph Adams Cram was 
the principal speaker; a most spirited discussion followed his 
address. In the afternoon at the auditorium of the new Fogg 
Museum (which was opened specially, in advance of the formal 
opening on June 20) Mr. Kent of the Metropolitan presided; 
papers were presented by Mr. Forbes and Mr. Sachs, followed 
by an inspection of the Museum and of the Agassiz and Ger- 
manic Museums; tea was served at Craigie House by Miss Alice 
Longfellow, following which the President and Trustees of The 
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Museum of Fine Arts received the delegates at the Museum, 
which was specially opened for this purpose. 

The last day of the session was devoted in the morning to 
“City Planning,” with a paper by Mr. Henry Vincent Hubbard 
of Olmsted Brothers, and discussion. Governor and Mrs. Fuller 
gave a reception and buffet lunch, to enable the delegates to see 
their collection of paintings. A brief afternoon session was de- 
voted to final business with an address by Mr. de Forest on 
“Our Responsibility to the Future.” 

Mr. Elihu Root was elected Honorary President; the present 
Vice Presidents were made Honorary Vice Presidents, and three 
active Vice Presidents were appointed to serve under Robert 
W. de Forest, who has long served the Federation most effect- 
ively as President. The Vice Presidents elected are Frederic P. 
Keppel, F. A. Whiting, and George D. Pratt. 

The convention came to a close with the reception at the 
Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum, Fenway Court, where the 
delegates were received by the President and the Director and 
had the privilege of hearing the Harvard Glee Club sing in the 
Tapestry Gallery and in the Garden Court. To those who 
attended this beautiful event, it must always remain a unique 
experience which can never be forgotten. 

The last of the series of conventions was that of the American 
Association of Museums, held in Washington, May 23 to 25. 
The opening session was held at the Smithsonian with an 
address of welcome by Dr. Charles G. Abbot, Acting Secretary, 
who also read a paper on “The Relation of the National Mu- 
seum to Museums of the Nation”; there were brief reports by 
the chairmen of the committees on “‘School-Museum Relations” 
and “Museum Finance.” The delegates then took busses to the 
Great Falls of the Potomac, where luncheon was served in an 
open pavilion. The meeting, under the Director as chairman, 
was then thrown open to the discussion of problems suggested at 
the morning session. There was most animated discussion on 
the subject of educational work in museums, which was de- 
ferred only when it was necessary to adjourn for the return to 
Washington. The discussion was continued by about two-thirds 
of the delegates, who met by agreement in the evening, this 
discussion being continued late into the night. 

The morning session on Tuesday was held at the American 
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Red Cross Headquarters Building; it was presided over by 
President Hamlin, Honorable John Barton Payne welcoming 
the delegates; reports were presented on “Outdoor Education,” 
on “Historical Societies,” and on “Fire Hazards”; and the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, Mr. Coleman, read an interesting report on 
“Immediate Problems of the Small Museum,” announcing at 
the same time that his ‘““Manual for Small Museums,” pub- 
lished as the result of his extensive tour of the museums of the 
country, would be off the press within the next week. In the 
evening three round table discussions were held separately at 
the Willard: “Art Museum Problems,” led by William M. 
Hekking; “History Museum Problems,” led by Robert W. 
Bingham; and “Science Museum Problems,” led by Austin H. 
Clark. 

On Wednesday morning the sessions were opened at the 
Corcoran Gallery with an admirable paper by Fiske Kimball, 
Director, The Pennsylvania Museum, on “Staff Organization 
and Personnel.” Reports of the committees on “Training for 
Museum Work,” “Clearing House for Museum Material,” and 
“Pan-American Codperation” were presented. In the after- 
noon, the delegates visited the new Textile Museum of Wash- 
ington, which was formerly the private collection of Mr. George 
Hewitt Myers, but is now open to the public. This is of partic- 
ular interest to Cleveland people as Mr. Myers formerly lived 
here. 

The Director declined renomination as Vice President, but 
continues as a member of the Executive Committee. _F. A. W.

The attention of members, and readers of the Bulletin is called 
to the fact that the Museum Tea Room is now in the charge of 
Miss Helen Moore, a graduate of the School of Household 
Economics at the College for Women. 

Miss Moore has succeeded in preparing inviting and well 
balanced meals and in improving the attractiveness of service, 
so that there is an increasing use of the restaurant for lunch and 
afternoon tea. During the summer great care will be taken to 
have the menus appropriate for the season. 

A real effort is to be made to make the afternoon tea service 
more and more attractive, and members are urged to take 
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advantage of this opportunity for refreshment while visiting 
the collections. 

Commencing in the fall, dinner will be served on the Friday 
evenings when lectures are given and probably also on Wednes- 
day evenings before lecture recitals,—regularly if there should 
be a demand for it.
